Daddy 
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Jaffer says wife pregnant 
after snubbing summons 


Rahim Jaffer and Helena 
Guergis are expecting a 
baby — a fact that might 
arouse sympathy for the 
former minister, but won't 
likely soften up the MPs 
who are ready to grill the 
father-to-be today. 

Jaffer revealed the cou¬ 
ple’s good news in a state¬ 
ment to explain why he 
had ignored a summons to 
appear before a Commons 
committee. 

The former Edmonton 
MP said he and his wife had 
been tiying to have a child 
for some time and called 
Guergis’s condition a “high 
risk” pregnancy. 

Guergis, a former junior 
minister for the status of 
women, would have been 
in the early stages of a preg¬ 
nancy when she was ousted 
from the Conservative cau¬ 
cus in early April. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper had heard as-yet un¬ 
proven allegations she 
helped Jaffer peddle influ¬ 
ence in a potentially fraudu¬ 
lent business plan with an 
associate who is facing 
fraud charges in Ontario. 

“It did not help that she 
has been under consider¬ 
able stress as a result of her 
treatment by the prime 
minister and others,” Jaffer 
said the statement. 

“Today I was with my 
wife, as I should have been, 
when tests were conducted 
to ascertain the health of 
our baby. I am relieved to

report that the test results 
were good and there are no 
significant concerns right 
now about the baby’s 
health.” 

Just before Jaffer issued 
his statement, the govern¬ 
ment operations commit¬ 
tee had reacted angrily to 
his absence and suggested 
he could face a contempt-of- 
Parliament charge if he did¬ 
n’t comply with the sum¬ 
mons. They have been wait¬ 
ing to ask him about dis¬ 
crepancies in his testimony 
at a first appearance on 
April 21 that have emerged 
since then. 

“This has gone beyond 
disrespect to belligerence,” 
said NDP MP Nathan 
Cullen. “The excuses of Mr. 
Jaffer have been exhausted. 
There is nowhere else for 
him to hide.”

Federal political parties 
have joined forces to 
ensure notorious sex killer 
Karla Homolka won’t be 
pardoned for her 
gruesome crimes. 

The four parties struck 
an llth-hour deal late yes¬ 
terday to hive off measures 
in a pardon-reform bill 
that would effectively ban 
Homolka from receiving a 
pardon. 

The meas- _ 

ures are to be 
passed at all 
stages by the 
end of today, 
when the 
House of 
Commons is 
expected to 
adjourn for 
the summer. 

The Sen¬ 
ate, which will sit several 
weeks longer, must also 
pass the bill before it can 
go into effect. 

Other more contentious 
provisions of the bill will 
proceed at a more leisurely 
pace when Parliament re¬ 
sumes in late September. 

Homolka, who served a 
12-year sentence for her 
role in the rape-murders of 
Ontario teens Leslie Ma- 
haffy and Kristen French,

Vic Toews confirmed a 
deal had been struck. 

“On the critical area of 
our bill so as to prevent no¬ 
torious criminals from re¬ 
ceiving a pardon, we have 
an agreement,” Toews said.

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Two ‘twisted’ 
men jailed 
for 18 years 

Father, brother sentenced for 
so-called honour killing of teen 


The “twisted” mindset 
that led two men to 
believe killing their head¬ 
strong 16-year-old daugh¬ 
ter and sister would spare 
the family embarrassment 
is “abhorrent ” a judge 
said yesterday. 

Muhammad and Waqas 
Parvez were both sen¬ 
tenced to at least 18 years 
in prison after pleading 
guilty to the 
second-degree 
murder of Aqsa 
Parvez in a so- 
called honour 
killing. 

In the weeks 
leading up to 
the 2007 killing 
Aqsa had 

clashed with 
her family — 
from Pakistan 
— over her de¬ 
sire to shed the hijab, wear 
western clothing and have 
the same freedoms as her 
friends, the Brampton 
court heard. 

The two Parvez men be¬ 
lieved they could keep the 
family’s pride intact by 
killing Aqsa, rather than 
letting her have a part- 
time job and go to the 
movies with friends, ac¬ 
cording to facts agreed to 
in court after the men 
pleaded guilty Tuesday. 

Superior Court Justice 
Bruce Durno called it “pro¬ 
foundly disturbing” that 


Aqsa could be murdered 
by the people who were 
supposed to protect her. 

“That twisted, chilling 
and repugnant mindset 
could imply that the fami¬ 
ly pride could at least be 
kept intact or perhaps 
even enhanced by having 
two grown men overpower 
and kill a vulnerable 
teenager.” 

A sec¬ 
ond-degree 
murder 
conviction 
carries an 
automatic 
life sen¬ 
tence and 
the judge 
has discre¬ 
tion to set 
parole inel¬ 
igibility at 
between 
10 and 25 years. 

Both the Crown and de¬ 
fence called for the men to 
serve 18 years before being 
eligible for parole and 
Durno agreed. 

“This is clearly a case 
where there must be a 
very significant increase 
above the minimum be¬ 
cause of the breach of trust 
from Muhammad, the 
abuse of a person under 18 
by both, the abhorrent mo¬ 
tivation behind the crime 
... (and) the gender equality 
issues,” he said.

BP CEO 'personally devastated' 


After intense negotiations, 
BP yesterday bowed to 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s demand for a $20-bil- 
lion US fund to compen¬ 
sate victims of the dis¬ 
astrous oil spill in the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The humbled chairman 
of the giant British compa¬ 
ny apologized to the Ameri¬ 
can people for the horren¬ 
dous accident. 

BP is suspending its divi¬ 
dends to shareholders for 
the rest of this year to help 
pay for the costs, said 
chairman Carl-Henric 
Svanberg. 

Obama announced the 
agreement after a four-hour 
meeting between White 
House and BP officials, with 
the president participating 
for various portions. 

He also announced the 
company had agreed to set 
up a separate $ 100-million 
fund to compensate oil rig

“The structure we are es¬ 
tablishing today is an im¬ 
portant step toward mak¬ 
ing the people of the Gulf 
Coast whole again, but it 
will not turn things around 
overnight,” Obama said.

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It’s OK to be loud. You de¬ 
serve to take up space. Your 
body is powerful. You’re 
your own worst critic. 

These are the lessons I 
wish I’d encountered as an 
overly self-conscious, 
painfrilly shy tween. In¬ 
stead, I learned them just a 
few years ago, as a fully 
grown woman playing in a 
punk band. 

Ever since I was a kid, 


I’ve been attracted to musi¬ 
cal instruments. I slowly 
amassed a collection that 
included everything from a 
keyboard to a cowbell, but 
never felt confident 
enough to perform in front 
of others. In high school, 
the boys wailed away on 
improvised guitar solos 
while I shuddered at the 
thought of being watched. 

Singing was even worse. 
Secretly, I loved to do it, 
but I could barely raise my 
voice to speak in class. 

It took me until the ten¬ 
der age of 27 to face my 
fears and get onstage, play¬ 
ing bass and singing in 
Toronto punk band The 
Weirdies. At 30, I’m still no 
opera singer, but I’ve real¬ 


ized that I don’t need to be. 

Playing in a band has 
taught me that putting 
yourself out there is worth 
the risk. It’s shown me that 
it’s alright to screw up, 
even when people are 
watching. (Guitar falls off 
mid-song? Pick it up and 
keep going. Forget the 
words? Just make some¬ 
thing up.) And it’s proven 
what I suspected all along: 
Being onstage feels awe¬ 
some. 

This is why I’m thrilled 
to see Girls Rock Camp 
(girlsrocktoronto.org) start¬ 
ing in Toronto. Much like 
groups based in Portland, 
Ore., (girlsrockcamp.org) 
and Vancouver (girlsroclc- 
campvancouver.ca), it’s a 


non-profit that builds self¬ 
esteem through music cre¬ 
ation, with female musi¬ 
cians coaching the girls. 

No musical experience is 
necessaiy and campers get 
the chance to play an in¬ 
strument, write songs and 
rock out in a fully support¬ 
ive environment. 

If Girls Rock Camp had 
been around when I was 
younger, it probably 
wouldn’t have taken me 27 
years to get onstage. But, 
for the sake of the next 
generation of rock ’n’ 
rollers, I’m glad it’s here 
now.

Now the 
Long Island, N.Y., native 
keeps company with so¬ 
cialites and stars, and be¬ 
came a celebrity himself on 
Project Runway with Heidi 
Klum and Nina Garcia. 

His clothes aren’t fussy, 
and he values function so 
the pea coats, slinky cock¬ 
tail frocks, wide-leg trousers 
and cosy cashmere also 
work for those without 
boldface names. (Kors has a 
second, less expensive line 
called Michael Michael Ko¬ 
rs). 

He favours the colour 
camel, offset by crisp white 
and jet black. And, in Kors’ 
world, anyone and every¬ 
one wears aviator sunglass¬ 
es. 

Kors has created for him¬ 
self and his fans a wardrobe 
that implies an apprecia¬ 
tion for crisp classics — and 
a hefty frequent-flyer bal¬ 
ance. It’s “luxurious but low 
key and laid back,” he says. 

He’s drawn inspiration 
from Italy’s Amalfi Coast, 
Palm Beach, Calif., and the 
chicest ski resorts in the 
Alps, the Greek islands, 
Hawaii and St. Bart’s. It was 
announced this week that 
the largest Kors retail store 
will open next year in Paris, 
so surely there’ll be a little

Singers strike music goal 


World Cup tunes add to global soccer fever 


Never mind who wins on 
the field. There’s another, 
more melodic, World Cup 
battle afoot — on the mu¬ 
sic charts, in the stands 
and blaring from radios 
and mobile phones 
around the world. 

As 32 teams compete in 
South Africa for soccer’s 
highest prize, a musical 
outpouring by artists and 
supporters from London 
to Berlin to Seoul is urging 
their teams to victory — 
or, in England’s case, beg¬ 
ging them not to disap¬ 
point the fans again. 


England’s vast number 
of patriotic soccer anthems 
stand in contrast to its 
meagre success in interna¬ 
tional competition. It has¬ 
n’t won the World Cup 
since 1966, and the fans 
won’t let the players forget 
it. 

On the Simon Cowell- 
produced song Shout for 
England — currently No. 1

of bragging about 40-odd 
years ago.”

A Utah judge on Monday 
named Robert Jeffs the spe¬ 
cial administrator of Cole¬ 
man’s estate after a dis¬ 
pute between the Diff’rent 
Strokes star’s ex-wife and 
ex-girlfriend. 

Jeffs told The Associated 
Press on yesterday that 
Coleman’s 2005 will speci¬ 
fies that there should be 
no funeral services. 

Coleman died May 28 af¬ 
ter suffering a brain hem¬ 
orrhage at his home in 
Santaquin, 55 miles south 
of Salt Lake City. 

The judge ordered that 
Coleman’s remains be 
cremated no sooner 
than Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon. 

“The judge has¬ 
n’t entered the 
order granting me au¬ 
thority as special ad¬ 
ministrator,” Jeffs 
said. “That’s just 
technicality; (I) need a 
formalized order.” 

Jeffs said even if the 
order were entered 
Wednesday, it was 
unlikely Coleman 
would be cremated 
the same day. 

Jeffs has said 
Coleman’s ashes 
and property 
will be securely 
stored until a 
final determi¬ 
nation is 
made on an 
estate ex¬ 
ecutor. It’s 


a decision Jeffs said could 
take months. Coleman said 
in a 1999 will that he want¬ 
ed to be remembered in a 
wake conducted by people 
who had no financial ties 
to him and “can look each 
other in the eyes and say 
they really cared personal¬ 
ly for Gary Coleman.” He 
also wanted none of the 
media that followed Cole¬ 
man’s legal, financial, 
health and marriage trou¬ 
bles through his adult life 
to be allowed to attend.

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‘Disaster' looming 

South Africa could be first host to exit in first round

South Africa will make 
World Cup history for all 
the wrong reasons if it fails 
to beat France in its last 
group game and becomes 
the first host in the 8o-year 
history of the competition 
to go out in the first round. 

“It will be a disaster for 
us, the home country, to go 
out in the first round,” mid¬ 
fielder Steven Pienaar said 
after yesterday’s 3-0 loss to 
Uruguay which left South 
Africa with only one point 
from two matches. 

Failure to beat former 
champion France at Bloem¬ 
fontein on Tuesday will 
mean the fans won’t have 
their own team to cheer on 
for the rest of the month¬ 
long tournament in their 
own country. 

“It’s going to be tough 
now, it’s going to be diffi¬ 
cult,” Pienaar said. “We 
have to watch tomorrow’s 
game (between France and 
Mexico) and hope for a 
draw.” 

As disappointing as it 
would be if South Africa 
does go out, Pienaar said 
the nation would not lose 
interest. 

“It won’t change the 
World Cup,” he said. “Peo¬ 
ple are having fun.” 

By the time Uruguay 
scored its third goal in in¬ 
jury time, however, Loftus 
Versfeld stadium was half 
empty. 

The fans had given up on 
their team after Uruguay 
striker Diego Forlan had 
fired a penalty into the roof 
of the net in the 80th 
minute to go with his 25- 
yard strike in the 24th. 

The South Africans fought 
hard but could not match 


the Uruguayans for organi¬ 
zation and skill and the cold 
truth was that they have a 
lot to do to become a force 
in world football. 

“Uruguay played with 
great patience, which we 
didn’t have at the same lev¬ 
el,” said South Africa coach 
Carlos Alberto Parreira, a 
Brazilian with a wealth of 
experience who guided his 
own national team to World 
Cup glory in the United 
States in 1994. 

“I’m most disappointed 
with conceding the third 


goal when the game was al¬ 
most over. It was unneces¬ 
sary. Now we have a morale 
obligation to fight to the 
very end against France; we 
can’t put our heads down.” 

Asked how he felt about 
the outcome, defender Bon- 
gani Khamalo replied: “Re¬ 
ally bad. You see the final re¬ 
sult, it looks horrible. 

“As long as there’s a 
chance, we have to believe. 
There’s one more game. Ob¬ 
viously, the result tomorrow 
will tell a lot.”

Iron Skillet Shrimp 
with Lemon Chili 
Butter

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 
INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup quartered cherry 
tomatoes 

1/4 cup unsalted butter 
2 tsp seeded and finely 
chopped jalapeno pepper 

2 tsp finely chopped garlic 
1 tsp lemon zest 

1 tbsp lemon juice 
1 tsp kosher salt 
1/4 tsp freshly ground 
black pepper 

3 tbsp olive oil 

1 lb large shrimp (21-30 
per pound), peeled, 
deveined and dried on pa¬ 
per towels 

2 tbsp chopped parsley 

1 loaf country white bread 
or focaccia, sliced and 
toasted 

METHOD: 

1. In the small bowl of a 
food processor, combine 
butter, jalapeno, garlic, 
lemon zest and juice, 1/4 
tsp salt and pepper; 


process until well blended. 
Slowly add 2 tablespoons 
of oil and continue to 
process until smooth. 
Transfer to a small bowl 
and place in freezer until 
firm, about 5 minutes. 

2. Toss shrimp in oil and 
salt. Heat over high heat 
until it begins to smoke. 
Add shrimp in a single lay¬ 
er and cook, turning once, 
until they are opaque in 
the centre and pink in 
colour, about 2 minutes 
per side.
